retrograde  movement,  and  it  is  my  earnest  hope  that   future  v,;in 
may  liiid  it  e<|ually  as  progressive  as  at  the  present  time,  and  I  wm 
strongly  recommend  this(irand  licxly  to  try  am!  introduce  the  Kt 
dowmeiit  system  into  tlie  Onler.

I  would  draw  your  attention  to  the  above  Constitutions  and  l| 
submit  that  if  you  think  tit,  a  close  scrutiny  be  given  to  tlu'ir  proviv-j 
ions,  with  a  view  of  correcting  any  deficiencies  which  may  l)c  poiiite.!} 
out,  or  incorporating  any  suggestions.  In  any  case  I  would  strniiir!y[ 
advise  that  the  present  constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  subiiiitted| 
to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  its  approval. 

THE  NEW  WORK. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  as  the  members  of  the  Order  become  lutterj 
accjuainted  with  the  new  Work  it  will  become  more  popular,  and 
doubt  some  good  has  resulted  from  tlie  new  regulations  retjulrinjrthej 
work  of  the  Ijodges  to  be  done  in  the  Third  Degree.    We  iniiist  adiiiia^ 
that  one  drawback  experienced  is  in  the  case  of  initiates  who  caiiiwq 
l)articipate  in  the  work  of  the  Lodge  until  they  obtain  the  Third  i 
gree.  Whilst  on  this  subject  I  beg  to  state  that  it  has  come  to  jny  nntiw 
that  books  other  tiian  those  authorized  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodgi 
have  been  in  use  by  certain  Lodges,  I  must  most  strongly  renionstratej 
aj^ainst  the  use  in  th.is  Jurisdiction  of  any  other  than  the  autliorizft 
Ritual.     Such  a  course  has  a  tendency  to  demoralize  tlie  work  (if  t 
Lodges  and  l)y  members  falling  into  the  use  of  terms  whicli  aiv  srarj 
l)led  and  which  do  not  exist  in  the  beautiful  language  of  our  Ritual, 
besides  being  in  direct  contravention  of  the  laws  of  the  Order.

A  separate  account  shall  be  kejit  of  all  assessments  received  wliich 
shall  be  called  the  Endowment  Fund  and  from  it  shall  be  paid  the
